A  record  number  of  alumnae  returned 
to  the  campus  in  June  to  make  Home- 
coming 1 96 1  the  best  attended  in  the 
Association's  history  and  to  take  part  in 
a  diversified  program  of  business  meet- 
ings, class  reunions,   and   social  events. 

Three  of  the  weekend  highlights  were 
the  banquet-luncheon,  the  Alumnae 
College,  and  the  buffet  supper  at 
Brompton. 

Speaker  at  the  luncheon  was  John 
G.  Johnson  of  Washington,  D.  C,  asso- 
ciate director  of  the  American  Alumni 
Council.  In  his  address  Mr.  Johnson 
offered  a  number  of  suggestions  that 
other  alumni  associations  have  found 
useful  in  increasing  their  effectiveness. 

Another  luncheon  feature  was  the 
presentation  to  Chancellor  Simpson  of 
a  check  for  $5000  to  be  used  for  ad- 
vanced study  by  graduates  or  associates 
of  MWC.  The  presentation  was  the 
culmination  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
Campaign  and  the  fulfillment  of  a  goal 
long  cherished  by  the  fund  chairman. 
Camilla  Moody  Payne,  the  Alumnae, 
and  the  college  administration. 

The  Alumnae  College,  an  innovation 
this  year,  was  enthusiastically  received 
and  many  alumnae  have  urged  that  the 
"college"  be  expanded  in  coming  years. 
The  speakers  were  Mr.  Sidney  Mitchell 
of  the  English  department;  Dr.  Eileen 
Dodd,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
psychology;  Dr.  Joseph  Aposhyan  and 
Dr.  John  T.  Fauls  of  the  department  of 
psychology;  and  Mr.  W.  G.  Teachey 
of  Hollins  College. 

The  literature  section  of  the  "college" 
discussed  "A  Dominant  Trend  in  Recent 
Fiction"  and  the  psychology  section  con- 
sidered "Existential  Psychology"  and 
"Programmed  Learning  Materials."

CHANGE  TO  ANNUAL  GIVING  PROPOSED 


A  motion  that  plans  be  made  to 
change  the  system  of  operating  and 
financing  the  Association  from  the  pre- 
sent dues  paying  program  to  a  system 
known  as  annual  giving  was  approved 
by  MWC  alumnae  attending  the 
General  Meeting  on  June  3.  The  pro- 
posed change  will  be  voted  on  at  the 
1962  annual  meeting. 

The  annual  giving  plan  is  used  by 
the  majority  of  alumni  groups  in  the 
U.  S.  In  such  programs  all  alumni  are 
asked  to  contribute  each  year  to  the 
support  of  higher  education  through 
their  alumni  associations.  Under  such 
a  program  anyone  who  has  attended  a 
college  is  a  member  of  its  alumni  group, 
all  members  have  the  privilege  of  voting, 
and  all  alumni  publications  are  sent  to 
all  members. 

Alumni  workers  from  other  colleges, 
both    public    and    private,    report    in- 


creased interest  and  support  when  their 
dues  programs  were  replaced  by  annual 
giving. 

Since  the  proposed  change  would 
require  major  alterations  in  the  con- 
stitution, advisors  in  alumni  work  suggest 
that  we  reexamine  the  entire  structure 
of  our  Association. 

A  new  draft  of  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  is  being  prepared  for  the  Board 
of  Directors'  consideration  at  the  fall 
Board  Meeting  so  that  a  final  draft  will 
be  ready  for  the  1962  meeting.

GENERAL  MEETING 

Plans  for  carrying  out  two  of  the  four 
objectives  of  the  recent  Endowment 
Fund  Campaign  were  approved  by  mem- 
bers attending  the  General  Meeting 
held  on  June  3. 

Two  of  the  four  objectives  had  been 
achieved  earlier — that  of  acquiring  an 
Alumnae  House  and  that  of  contributing 
a  painting  to  the  permanent  art  collec- 
tion of  the  College. 

The  two  remaining  objectives  were 
"to  promote  recognition  of  scholar- 
ship" and  "to  increase  substantially  the 
original  Endowment  Fund."  The  first 
of  these  was  reached  on  June  3  when

to  a  representative  of  MWC.  The  second 
was  attained  when  $1,529.94  was  added 
to  the  original  Endowment  fund  in  June 
to  bring  the  principal  to  $3000. 

Although  the  campaign  ended  June 
1 96 1  there  are  unpaid  pledges  amount- 
ing to  $1,361.  Alumnae  are  urged  to 
pay  these  pledges  before  the  end  of  1961 
so  that  all  allocations  can  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year.
